LOST TAXI DRIVER 
ENDS UP IN COURT 


AWARDS SUCCESS FOR DEDICATED CARER TEAM

A LOST taxi driver took a pas¬ 
senger wanting to travel on a 
four-mile journey in the Black 
Country on a detour to Bir¬ 
mingham - costing him twice 
the fare, a court heard. 

On December 9, Talbraiz Ali, aged 
35, was asked by his customer to 
go from Cape Hill in Smethwick to 
Sandwell and Dudley railway station. 

But instead, Ali, who was working for 247 
Cars and had only been a taxi driver for 28 
days, took the passenger to Harborne and then 
charged £15 for the trip - over double an ex¬ 
pected fare of £7. 

Ali, of Minstead Road, Erdington, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of ‘unnecessary prolonging 
of a journey by hackney carriage’ at Sandwell 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. 

Prosecuting on behalf of Sandwell Council, 
Mr David Elliot explained that a man called for 
a taxi from 247 Cars from the McDonald’s at 
Cape Hill, Smethwick, which arrived driven by 
Ali five minutes later. 

Diversion 

Asking to be taken to Sandwell and Dudley 
Railway Station the passenger was surprised 
when instead of turning right as expected Ali 
turned left towards Birmingham instead. “He 
asked the driver where he was going, who said 
that he wanted to avoid the traffic. The passen¬ 
ger asked him to turn around, and he took a 
right,” said Mr Elliot. 

However Ali proceeded to take more and 
more of a diversion. Eventually the taxi driver 
succeeded in getting to the railway station, and 
the passenger was charged £15 for the trip. The 
passenger noted that there was no sat nav. 

The court was told that Ali had only started 
driving a taxi in Sandwell in November 2015. 
Mr Elliot added that it would be up to the coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee to determine to what 
extent they would penalise Ali. 

Representing Ali, Michael Wooldridge said: 
“This is an unfortunate matter, and so odd 
that it defies any logical explanation.” Mr Wool¬ 
dridge stressed that this was his second job, 
with his main employment being at a factory. 
He added that the defendant is married with 
two young children. 

Mr Wooldridge added: “It is not a case where 
he has deliberately gone around the houses.” 

The defence solicitor highlighted that Ali 
had limited English, and that this added to the 
problems. Ali received a conditional discharge 
lasting 12 months, and was also ordered to pay 
costs of £250 and a victim surcharge of £15.

Monday’s strawberry moon 


A RARE phenomenon took place this 
week as a strawberry moon shone dur¬ 
ing the summer solstice for the first 
time in half a century. It earns its name 
because of the amber glow it gives at 
this time of year, due to light having to 
pass through thicker and warmer air. 

The sight of a strawberry moon has 
long been marked by early Native Amer¬ 
ican tribes as a symbol for the start of 
the strawberry picking season. 

On Monday night it was the first time 
a strawberry moon has coincided with 
the solstice since 1967. Scores of pic¬ 
tures were taken showing the gleaming 


moon with its pinkish tint shining over 
Britain. The summer solstice is the long¬ 
est day of the year and earns the name 
from the Latin word solstitium’, which 
means ‘sun standing still’. 

The event is celebrated every year by 
people across the globe, with a popular 
location being Stonehenge in Wiltshire. 

It falls each year around late June 
where there are approximately 17 hours 
of sun light. This year it fell on June 20. 

The summer solstice this year saw 
the sun rise at 4.45am and not set until 
10.34pm. Thousands of people take to 
the ancient stones in the English coun¬ 


tryside to celebrate the occasion brining 
people from across the world. 

Alongside the name of strawberry 
moon, other terms coined for the rare 
occurrence include the honey moon, hot 
moon and rose moon, in the northern 
hemisphere, and the long night moon in 
the southern hemisphere. 

It won’t be until 2062 when the next 
strawberry moon will fall on the same 
day as the summer solstice. It was the 
Algonquin tribes in North America who 
believed the arrival of the strawberry 
moon marked the start of the straw¬ 
berry picking season. 


Rottweilers attacked 
woman, 82 , in street 

A WOMAN whose two rottweilers 
bit chunks out of an 82-year-old 
grandmother in a horrific attack, 
has admitted being the owner of 
dogs dangerously out of control. 

Pensioner Margaret Langford was 
set upon by the two dogs as she walked 
down Ivy Road in Tipton on May 18. 

They tore at her body while she lay de¬ 
fenceless face down on the ground. She was 
taken to Russells Hall Hospital where she 
received treatment for a succession of in¬ 
juries to her right arm, buttocks, left leg, 
chest and back. A chunk was ripped out 
from her right forearm, and a bite to her 
hip has resulted in mobility difficulties. 

Appearing before Sandwell Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday, the owner of the dogs, 

47-year-old Marie Jane Parker of Ivy Road, 

Tipton, was in tears as she entered her 
guilty plea. Prosecutor Mr Roger Blezard 
outlined how at 1.30pm the victim was 
walking down Ivy Road when she heard 
growling. 

Screaming 

“Then two huge rottweilers jumped out, 
forcing her to the pavement. They pro¬ 
ceeded to bite her, and she was screaming,” 
he said. Mr Blezard added that they would 
be looking for further details from police 
specialists regarding the two dogs, which 
have been with the force since the incident, 
in order to determine whether or not they 
would need to be destroyed. 

Mrs Helen Pinning, defending, high¬ 
lighted how sorry Parker was. “It is clear 
that it has caused a great deal of upset. My 
client is very close to the dogs,” said Mrs 
Pinning. “As seen in her interview, she 
feels very bad about how it has affected 
the health of the victim. She wanted to 
take flowers to her, but was told by police 
that she couldn’t contact the victim as this 
would amount to witness intimidation. She 
is very sorry for what happened.” 

Mrs Langford’s family said the savage at¬ 
tack has left her emotionally traumatised. 

Due to the need for a pre-sentence re¬ 
port, as well as further details of the inju¬ 
ries Mrs Langford sustained and a report 
by police on the dogs, Parker’s case has 
been adjourned for sentencing until July 
12. In the meantime Parker remains on 
unconditional bail, and the fate of the dogs 
is still to be decided.

pensions if 
Tata Steel 
flounders 

WORKERS in the British Steel Pen¬ 
sion Fund, hundreds of them in Black 
Country, would see their benefits cut 
by at least 10 per cent if Tata Steel’s 
business is not saved, according to a 
report. 

The trustees of the BSPS also 
warned that future pension increases 
would be reduced if the scheme goes 
into the Pension Protection Fund 
(PPF), the Government’s so-called 
‘pensions lifeboat’. 

Tata is selling its loss-making UK 
business and is considering a number 
of bids. A decision is expected in the 
next few weeks. 

The Government is considering 
changes to pensions law as part of 
its efforts to save the UK business, 
cutting the potential pensions bill for 
either a new buyer or to Tata itself. 

The British Steel pension scheme 
currently has around 130,000 mem¬ 
bers in total and assets of £13.3 
billion, but its deficit has grown to 
nearly £700 million. 

In response to a Government con¬ 
sultation on the pension fund, the 
trustees said 58,000 members under 
the age of 65 would be affected if the 
BSPS goes into the lifeboat. 

The PPF was set up to protect the 
pensions of workers whose companies 
failed, but it would still mean a 10 per 
cent cut in payouts to steel pensions 
if their fund is taken on. A bigger con¬ 
cern is the impact of on the lifeboat 
itself because of the size of the BSPS. 

If the steel pension is taken on 
board the lifeboat then, for the 45,000 
members who have not yet retired, it 
will mean a 10 per cent reduction in 
their promised pension, but no gen¬ 
eral reduction for the 85,000 pension¬ 
ers. 

Terminally-ill 
job protection 

SANDWELL Council has become the 
first local authority in the country to 
back a campaign to support terminal¬ 
ly-ill employees in the workplace. 

It is supporting the ‘dying to work’ 
campaign, launched by the Trades 
Union Congress earlier this year, to 
ensure all employees battling a termi¬ 
nal illness have adequate employment 
protection. 

Council leader Councillor Steve 
Eling said the council has decided 
employees with a terminal diagnosis 
would not lose their job because of 
their life-limiting condition. 

“We recognise that employees with 
terminal illnesses require support and 
understanding, and not the additional 
stress and worry about possibly losing 
their job,” he said. 

“We will set out to support termi¬ 
nally-ill employees following their di¬ 
agnosis and to recognise that safe and 
reasonable work can maintain dignity 
and offer a valuable distraction.” 

Councillor Eling added the new 
rules would provide employees with 
the security of work, peace of mind 
and the right to choose the best of ac¬ 
tion for them and their families.

Old west Brom base 
in auction for £2.5m

THE old headquarters of the 
West Bromwich Building Society 
is up for auction with a price tag 
of £2.5million. 

The landmark building, which has 
been in the town High Street for 
nearly 40 years, could be turned into 
new homes. 

The iconic 
six-storey 
building is set 
go under the 
hammer next 
month with 
auctioneers 
Allsop. It has 
a guide price of 
£2.5million. 

It was built in 1978 and until April this 
year was home to staff, before they were 
relocated to the new company headquar¬ 
ters on Providence Place. 

Councillors have welcomed that the 
building could be turned into new homes, 
which Sandwell needs. 

Councillor Preet Gill, for St Paul’s Ward, 
said: “I think it is always important that 
empty buildings aren’t just left to become 
derelict. It is positive that the building is 
on the market. It will no doubt attract buy¬ 
ers and will be developed. 

Canteen 

“The move is positive for West Brom¬ 
wich given all the development that has 
happened there.” 

The building is located in the heart of a 
JElbillion regeneration in West Bromwich. 
There has been a company headquarters 
based in High Street since 1849. 

It has six floors and comprises nearly 
45,000 sq ft of office space. 

Inside there are two 10-person lifts, a 
staff canteen and central heating. The 
building can be rented out as a whole, on 
a floor-by-floor basis, or in smaller suites. 

The auction will take place at The Park 
Lane Hotel, Piccadilly, London, on July 6. 

Councillor Paul Sandars said: “Hope¬ 
fully the developers make affordable hous¬ 
ing, if the building will be converted into 
residential properties then I’m sure they 
will be affordable. We need new homes in 
Sandwell. 

“When I think of new residential proper¬ 
ties I think of parking so hopefully develop¬ 
ers will take that into consideration too.”

Young talent jobs scheme expands 


A SCHEME to help support scores of jobless young 
people is expanding - taking on new staff after prov¬ 
ing successful in getting people into work and train¬ 
ing. 

Two years ago BCTG secured a slice of more than 
£10 million Big Lottery funding to deliver the Talent 
Match programme across Sandwell targeting out-of- 
work 18 to 24-year-olds. Since then the scheme, based 
on mentoring, has helped almost 200 young people - 
some of whom are now applying for university places, 
others have apprenticeships, full-time jobs or are vol¬ 
unteering. 

Five new jobs were created to manage the pro¬ 
gramme in Sandwell aimed at young people who are 
furthest from the jobs market to secure or take up 
enterprising job opportunities. Now the scheme is 
moving into additional office space at its base in The 
Hub, High Street, West Bromwich, and is increasing 


its staff to 12. Talent Match is a national programme 
which boosts opportunities for young people by get¬ 
ting employers, education providers and local chari¬ 
ties to work together and help young people overcome 
problems like homelessness, mental health and confi¬ 
dence issues - all which affect their chances to work. 

Kelly Cranston, Talent Match senior mentor, said: 
“Talent Match is a five-year programme funded by the 
Big Lottery which focuses on youth unemployment. 
We are delighted that so many young people are being 
helped as a direct result of it and that we are able to 
expand our provision in Sandwell.” 

Darien Law, 20, from Tipton, said: “I started on 
the programme 18 months ago and it has helped me 
greatly. I had housing and finance problems, which 
were stopping me from studying. Talent Match and 
the team at Sandwell, have been brilliant and I am 
very grateful for all the help they’ve given me.” 


Fears over 
transport 
of nuclear 
weapons 

A PUBLIC meeting will take place in 
Birmingham next month highlighting 
that nuclear weapons are routinely 
transported through Sandwell. 

The International Campaign to 
Abolish Nuclear Weapons UK are 
holding the meeting to inform the 
public that ‘nuclear weapons are 
driven so close to people’s doors.’ 

This will be part of the group’s 
‘Nukes OF Hazard’ project. 

ICAN UK says Warheads from Brit¬ 
ain’s nuclear weapons system Trident 
are transported around six times a 
year between Scotland and Berkshire 
whilst passing through the West Mid¬ 
lands along the journey. 

The group added that the weapons 
are transported along British roads 
going past schools, hospitals, work¬ 
places, and homes. 

And it states these lorries are put¬ 
ting British lives at risk as they could 
be involved in a traffic accident or be 
the target for a terrorist attack lead¬ 
ing to a potential radiation leak or 
explosion. 

The meeting will take place at the 
church of St Martin in the Bull Ring 
on July 23 from 11am last to 2pm. 

Matt Hawkins, Project Officer at 
ICAN-UK, said: “We don’t know the 
exact route the lorries take as the 
MOD unsurprisingly won’t disclose 
that information but the lorries have 
been tracked by a group called Nuke- 
watch, who say the lorries travel 
along routes such as the M6, M6 Toll, 
M5 and M42”

Horsfield, who lives in 
Lichfield, added: “So far, my founda¬ 
tion has set up two seven-bedroomed 
houses in Erdington, but there is a 
pressing need for more accommoda¬

Murder accused, 24, 
not guilty of killing 


A MAN accused of the brutal kill¬ 
ing of his friend at a Tipton flat has 
been found not guilty of his murder. 

Daniel Indiga Wallace, aged 24, was dis¬ 
covered in a pool of his own blood at his 
flat in Fisher Street last November. 

He had suffered 19 impact blows with a 
bladed weapon, believed to be a meat cleaver 

Sam Arnold, 21, of Slater Street, Tipton, was 
accused of the murder. But a jury at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court last week returned to find 
him innocent of murder and an alternative 
charge of manslaughter. They deliberated for 
an hour and a half following a trial that lasted 
almost three weeks. 

Sam Arnold yelled: “Thank you, I told you, 
man,” to the jury after the verdicts were read 
out. No murder weapon was found after Mr 
Wallace was found dead on November 11 last 
year. And the only DNA of Arnold being at the 
flat was fingerprints on the back door. 

Given that he was regularly seen at Mr Wal¬ 
lace’s flat, this evidence was deemed insuffi¬ 
cient to convict him. 

Pressure 

It was the prosecution’s case, put before the 
court by David Mason QC, that Arnold was 
under pressure from Mr Wallace and other 
drug dealers who he owed money to, and that 
he took the law into his own hands, ending Mr 
Wallace’s life in a ferocious attack. Blood of the 
victim was even found on the ceiling. 

Prosecutor David Mason QC told the jury 
earlier in the trial that Mr Wallace and Arnold 
were known to each other through the dealing 
of drugs. He said that Mr Wallace had sent Ar¬ 
nold an aggressive text message on November 
7, when it is believed he was murdered, de¬ 
manding money he was owed for cannabis. 

Arnold, who did not have his own phone, is 
said to have used his girlfriend’s mobile. He 
said: “ A message was found from Daniel Wal¬ 
lace to the defendant saying ‘get round here, 
I need that money now’.” The prosecution 
argued that message prompted the defendant 
to go round to Daniel Wallace’s flat. But Ar¬ 
nold’s barrister Jo Sidhu QC insisted that the 
defendant and Mr Wallace were friends and 
that Arnold had been with his girlfriend, Penny 
Harper, babysitting for her sister’s children, on 
the night of November 7. 

Arnold told how Mr Wallace was a ‘nice guy’ 
and that they had a good friendship. 

Judge Martin Wall released Arnold.

Don’t let old buildings 


DOZENS of historically significant 
buildings are at risk of falling into 
disrepair in the West Midlands ac¬ 
cording to a new book which is 
appealing for potential owners to 
come forward to save them. 

The buildings at risk include an ornate 
Victorian educational institute, an X-ray 
building, a very early branch of Lloyds 
Bank, a huge pub, a miniature police sta¬ 
tion and a pumping station. 

The nine buildings feature in ‘SAVE’s 2016- 
17 Buildings at Risk Catalogue’ which will be 
published on June 27. 

The aim of the book is to encourage poten¬ 
tial buyers to find out more about the build¬ 
ings and perhaps put in an offer to save them 
from falling into further disrepair. 

Liz Fuller, SAVE’s Buildings at risk officer, 
who has compiled the book said: “The cat¬ 
alogue is a sampling of the kind of buildings 
that make our towns and villages distinctive 
and will be of interest to anyone who loves old 
buildings and their history.” 

Engineer 

The guide, considered the ultimate ‘lonely 
hearts’ list for buildings across the country in 
need of new owners includes Bilston Science 
and Art Building, located on Mount Pleasant, 
Wolverhampton. 

The school of art has long served Wolver¬ 
hampton as a place of education and improve¬ 
ment. Situated in the Mount Pleasant area, it 
was built to commemorate the Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee of Queen Victoria in 1897. The building 
was designed by Captain Wilson, the Town 
Engineer. A number of nearby buildings from 
this era have been converted to new uses. The 
old tram shed is a Sikh temple and the ornate 
former drill hall is a popular live music venue.

Other buildings included in the book are the 
X-Ray Building, Foundry Lane, Smethwick. 
Built around 1900 this building housed Com¬ 
mercial X-rays Limited until about 1990. The 
fagade is described as having ‘an unexpected 
elegance’. 

Built of brick in a variety of colours, there 
are shallow segmental-headed window sur¬ 
rounds with key stones picked out in contrast¬ 
ing brick. The building is now in a very poor 
state of repair and stands in an area of other 
ex-industrial buildings, some listed Grade II 
and II. The Commercial X-ray building has in 
the past been used as an arts venue and the 
book’s author hopes it could be brought back 
into use in this role or could provide interest¬ 
ing office space or light industrial space. 

Meanwhile, 28a Hah Green Road, Sandwell 
was built in around 1800 has three storeys, 
the third being a rather low attic storey, with 


a symmetrical front of two bays.The central 
door has a pediment. While the house prob¬ 
ably stood in its own grounds just off a main 
road, it is now located in close proximity to a 
light industrial business and is surrounded 
by other modern industrial buildings. It is in 
quite a poor condition with its roof sheathed 
in protective tarpaulin. Given its location, it 
may not be suited to restoration to its original 
residential use. 

The former Lloyds Bank, Birmingham 
Street, Oldbury, was the first branch office 
Lloyds Bank ever opened, in 1884. The house 
has three storeys of four somewhat unequal 
bays, with a door placed off-centre perhaps in¬ 
dicating that this used to be two house rather 
than one. The building served as a bank until 
relatively recently.Speaking of the building, 
Miss Fuller said: “This interesting and historic 
building is now standing empty and neglected.

It could be suited to conversion to offices or 
retail at ground level with residential units 
above.” 

Dudley Road Police Station, Dudley Road, 
Birmingham, is another building featured in 
the publication. The house sits in the corner 
of Summerheld Park and used to be the local 
police station. It was built in the late 19th or 
early 20th century. The half timbered gable 
and canted window at first floor level forms 
an elaborate and eye-catching focus. It has 
been empty for some time and stands boarded 
up and graffiti-marked. Located as it is in the 
park, it could have a number of uses such as a 
community or children’s centre or a cafe. 

Mike Fox, SAVE Deputy Director, said: 
“Highlighting historic buildings from all over 
the country, and of all shapes and sizes, we 
hope that our readers will heroically take up 
the challenge and help revive these buildings.”

Birmingham Library all lit-up in the rainbow col¬ 
ours in respect of the LGBT community 

THE Library of Birmingham was lit up to show support for 
the LGBT (lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender) com¬ 
munity and pay tribute to the victims of an attack on a gay 
Orlando nightclub, which left nearly 50 people dead.

Going loco 
as weekend 
steams ahead 

CLUN Castle, Earl of Mount Edg- 
cumbe and many other locomotives 
can be seen at the Tyseley Locomotive 
Works steam open weekend. 

The event at the former Birming¬ 
ham Railway Museum this weekend 
includes train rides and workshop 
tours. Trade Gates are open from 
10am on both days with admission for 
adults £15 and accompanied children 
15 and under are free. 

Tyseley’s flagship steam locomotive 
Clun Castle was recently reunited 
with it’s boiler after an overhaul as 
part of its ongoing restoration.

The current overhaul began 
in earnest in 2010.

Madu worked in a number of hospi¬ 
tals while on paid suspension and sick 
leave from Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board, which employed him be¬ 
tween August 2009 and June 2010. He 
got the work through an employment 
agency. By October 2009 he had been 
suspended due to concerns over his 
professional conduct and integrity. 

Yorkshire 

In March 2010, Madu informed the 
Health Board he was receiving coun¬ 
selling and medical help, and was not 
able to work, supplying a medical cer¬ 
tificate covering January 23 to June 2, 
2010. The Health Board terminated 
Madu’s employment on June 10, 2010. 

It was later discovered he had been 
working as a locum at Scarborough 
District Hospital, Yorkshire while on 
sick leave. Investigators established 
Madu had also worked at Sandwell 
General Hospital and The Royal Old¬ 
ham Hospital, Greater Manchester, 
throughout this sick period. 

He was arrested in November 2011. 

Madu earned an extra £69,000 at 
the other hospitals in addition to his 
Cardiff and Vale University Health 
Board salary. This secondary employ¬ 
ment was never declared to his em¬ 
ployer - as was legally required.

A CHARITY haircut is the 
latest fundraising effort by a 
grateful family, who have so 
far collected a staggering 
£32,000 for Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

Ever since the hospital helped 
to save the life of Kieron Pearson 
from West Bromwich, who was 
born with some of his organs on 
the outside of his body in a condi¬ 
tion called exomphalos, his family 
have been holding regular fund¬ 
raisers to express their thanks. 

For the past five years, they have or¬ 
ganised an annual horse and dog show 
at Rodbaston College in Penkridge, 
from which they have raised the im¬ 
pressive £32,000 total. 

“We do it to help other families,” 
said Kieron’s grandmother Pat, who 
has now become an ambassador for 
the hospital.

Kieron is now a happy and healthy 
eight-year-old, but determined to 
gather more funds for the hospital, his 
big sister Kara, 10, and mum Tina, 44, 
decided to have their hair cut short for 
the first time on Sunday. 

From Kara’s loss of 10 inches of hair 
and Tina’s crop of around nine inches, 
they raised £709. 

Their chopped locks will also be 
donated to the Little Princess Trust, 
which makes wigs for young cancer 
patients. 

Following the latest successful 
horse and dog show on May 29, Pat 
is already busy organising next year’s 
event, as well as working with the fire 
and rescue service to put on a charity 
ball for the hospital. 

“It all takes a lot of organising, but 
every time we go back to the hospital 
to hand over a cheque, it makes it all 
worth it,” she said.

Author on the trail of Uncle Jim’s 
wartime adventures and heroics 


“IT was so typical of the time, 
an ordinary hard working person 
being called up to fight, changing 
their life forever in the process.” 

A Walsall author has written the 
incredible story of his uncle’s time on 
the front line during the Second World 
War. 

Jim Shaw, a ‘quiet and hard working 
man’, was wounded three times and miss¬ 
ing believed killed for two weeks after going 
ashore on Gold Beach on D-day. 

He eventually returned home safely, but 
never spoke about his time in the Army 
with his family. 

Jim had been a member of two different 
regiments during his time, firstly with the 
South Staffordshire Regiment, before mov¬ 
ing on to the East Yorkshire Regiment. 

After his death aged 94, nephew Graham 
Wilkins was given permission to access his 
service records and has spent 5000 hours 
over the last five years compiling informa¬ 
tion to put together ‘Uncle Jim’s War’. 


MEMORY LANE

Graham said: “Uncle Jim was an ordi¬ 
nary Walsall man. He was quiet, hardwork¬ 
ing when in 1940 when he was called up to 
do his duty for King and country. 

“When I look at his early photos, it strikes 
me as strange that this innocent looking 
young man could make such a sacrifice for 
his country. 

“Our family did not know any of the de¬ 
tail of the battles he had been engaged in 
because he would never speak about it ex¬ 
cept to say how terrible the war was. 

“After demob he was content to resume 
life as an ordinary working man never 
seeking any promotion greater than lowly 
worker.” 

After speaking with Jim’s two sons, Gra¬ 
ham tracked down his uncle’s service re¬ 
cords, going on to track his path throughout 
the war. 

He discovered that Jim, who was called 


up to the Army aged 24 and achieved the 
rank of private, had been involved in some 
of the most famous battles, taking him 
across North Africa, Sicily, France, Hol¬ 
land, Belgium and more. 

Among others, he was involved in 
the Siege of Tobruk, the First Battle of 
Alamein, the Battle of Gazala and the Allied 
Invasion of Sicily. 

Graham said: “We all agreed it would be 
great to find out more about Jim’s life in the 
Army, because we were all so proud. 

“Once I had the service records I was 
able to trace his regiments, their move¬ 
ments and engagements, and with this 
information I was able to trace the appro¬ 
priate daily war diaries from the National 
Archives and track his path through the six 
years duration of the war. 

“The results were amazing. He was in¬ 
volved in some of the most famous battles of 
the war including three seaborne invasions. 
On D-Day he was one of the first to land on 
Gold beach. 

“A couple of weeks later he was reported 


‘missing believed killed’ when I asked him 
about it all he would say is ‘we got lost’ but 
it was much more than that.” 

Jim’s time in the forces put him in touch 
with royalty on more than one occasion. 

A picture in the book shows him saluting 
King George IV, prior to the King knighting 
General Miles Dempsey on the battlefield. 

When the war was over, it didn’t end for 
Jim, who was sent to Norway to help with 
the surrender of 85,000 German soldiers 
who it was feared might not surrender and 
take over Norway in Operation Doomsday. 

His work here led him to receive a letter 
of thanks from King Olav V. 

Graham’s attempts to track down more 
about his uncle’s past brought out a ‘reflec¬ 
tive’ side to him and brought back happy 
memories of the man he calls ‘my favourite 
uncle’. 

He said: “It was emotional at times and 
always hard work but I am immensely 
proud of the results. Everyone in the family 
agrees that it is a lovely tribute.”

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Home suffers extensive 
damage following blaze 


A BLAZE has caused exten¬ 
sive damage throughout a 
home in Rowley Regis. 

After West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice received an emergency call at 
10.45am on Sunday, June 12, two 
pumps from Oldbury Fire Station 
were rushed to attend the house 
fire on Sandford Avenue. 

Two breathing apparatus were used, 
while firefighters with one hose reel 
were able to bring the fire under con¬ 
trol. A clean-up followed after the fire 
caused 100 per cent smoke damage to 
the property. 

The cause is believed to have been 
a faulty electrical appliance, and as 
a precaution both electricity and gas 
supplies at the property were isolated. 

Boiler 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Fire said that no injuries were re¬ 
ported to any of the occupants, and 
that no other emergency services were 
called to the scene. 

The devastation caused by the blaze 
was revealed in photos shared on Twit¬ 
ter by Oldbury Fire Station. 

One photo shows what appears to 
be the burnt out remains of a boiler 
removed out into the garden, while 
the walls of the kitchen are completely 
blackened, and counters covered with 
the charred remains of unrecognisable 
household items. A broken and black¬ 
ened microwave is also visible amongst 
the wreckage. 

However, the situation could have 
been much worse. In a tweet Oldbury 
Fire Station said: “Swift and asser¬ 
tive actions prevented any escalation. 
#rtb” 

The RTB hashtag refers to the on¬ 
going ‘Reasons to Believe’ initiative by 
West Midlands Fire Service.

Who will be this year's 
ace in the pack? 


here’s barely been time for tennis 
fans to recover from Novak 
Djokovic beating Andy Murray in 
the French Open final, and now here 
we are again - as the world’s best 
players return with their all-whites 
freshly bleached to do battle at the All 
England Club. 

The third Grand Slam of the year on 
SW19’s hallowed grass courts is 
always one of the highlights of the 
sporting calendar, and it’s an early 
start for Sue Barker today, as she 
introduces coverage of the opening 
day’s play. 

The action on Centre Court 
traditionally begins with the men’s 
singles champion beginning the 
defence of his title. 

That man is Djokovic, who goes into 
the tournament as the heavy favourite 
after dominating the men’s game for 
the last couple of seasons. 

The Serb won his first Wimbledon 
title in 2011, and famously celebrated 
by eating a handful of Centre Court 
grass. 

He made the final again in 2013; and 
in 2014 and 2015 was munching 


happily on the turf again as he 
defeated Roger Federer both times to 
claim back-to-back titles - the first man 
to do so since Federer’s unequalled 
five-year reign from 2003 to 2007 

Djokovic’s four-set defeat of Murray 
in Paris a fortnight ago saw him 
become the first man since the great 
Rod Laver in 1969 to hold all four 
Grand Slam titles at the same time, 
and few would bet on him adding to 
his three Wimbledon successes a 
week on Sunday. 

His main danger is likely to come 
from world No.2 and 2013 champ 
Murray, who may trail Djokovic in the 
head-to-head, but continues to win 
enough matches against the Serb and 
push him in the ones he loses to keep 
his rival and friend honest. 

Murray can expect more support 
than ever this year after capturing the 
Davis Cup for Great Britain in 2015, 
and if he can keep heart-stopping five- 
set epics in the early rounds to a 
minimum, he could be solid pick to 
reach the final at the All England Club 
- where he’s beaten Djokovic before. 

As far as the women’s tournament 


goes, Serena Williams remains very 
much the queen the game, but she 
hasn’t won a Grand Slam title since 
she beat Garbine Muguruza on Centre 
Court 12 months ago. 

Her quest for the calendar-year 
Grand Slam and a 22nd title overall, 
which would tie Steffi Graf’s Open Era 
record, was unexpectedly derailed by 
Italian veteran Roberta Vinci in New 
York last year. 

Returning in January at the 
Australian Open, Williams suffered 
another surprise defeat to left-hander 
Angelique Kerber. 

So no calendar Slam this year, but 
the quest for 22 was very much still 
on, and despite various illness and 
injury problems Williams stormed to 
the French Open final for the loss of 
just one set - only to be defeated by 
Garbine Muguruza. 

On the home front, Johanna Konta 
has enjoyed a 2016 campaign to 
remember and the Briton will be 
hopeful that the partisan crowd can 
see her reproduce the form which saw 
her reach the Australian Open semi¬ 
final in January.

A taste of the Caribbean - Turtle Bay, Birmingham 


YOU know when you go some¬ 
where for dinner and you have 
really high expectations. You re¬ 
ally want it to be amazing? 

That’s exactly how I felt about Tur¬ 
tle Bay. I’d heard some really good 
things from friends and colleagues 
that had been and so I was really look¬ 
ing forward to my first visit to give the 
food a try. 

I’d popped in for drinks on a few occa¬ 
sions previously and each time not only was 
the bar packed, but the restaurant heaving 
with diners. So for a recent family meal, 
with two small children, it seemed the per¬ 
fect place - not too pricey, laid back and fun. 

What I’d liked most about the venue from 
previous experience was the holiday feel 
you got from standing at the bar, sipping a 
few cocktails and soaking up the colourful

Caribbean decor and music. There really 
was a buzz about the place. And the menu 
looked really tempting too, and split into a 
number of different sections depending on 
what you’re after. 

I’m a huge fan of Caribbean food with my 
father hailing from Jamaica and there’s a 
real shortage of restaurants offering the 
cuisine, so I was looking forward to what 
was on offer. The menu looked tempting, 
throwing in some more traditional dishes 
with those I wasn’t expecting to see. 

We’d got a table for six people booked 
for 6.30pm on a Thursday evening and 
when we arrived it wasn’t ready, so we 
were invited to wait in the entrance area 
and pointed to a table - a table full of dirty 
glasses and plates from the previous occu¬ 
pants. Not great. 


When our table was ready it took an¬ 
other half an hour for drinks to arrive. If 
I hadn’t been out with the family and two 
small children I would have walked out 
already, but we waited patiently. There 
was no children’s menu so my niece and 
nephew - aged eight and five - chose from 
the lighter menu, both going for the quarter 
jerk chicken and chips. 

Seasoning 

Some of us wanted starters and we went 
for the beef patty, jerk glazed ribs and chilli 
fried squid. It took a while for the food to 
arrive, but when it did it was tasty. 

The beef patty was seasoned well and the 
pastry cooked nicely. The shrimp also went 
down a treat. The ribs were quite small as 
a portion, but the meat was tender. How¬ 
ever, the jerk seasoning was very spicy - 
definitely not one for the kids. 


For mains, my niece loved her jerk 
chicken and chips, the chicken was mild and 
moist. My nephew’s fries however, were so 
overcooked we had to send them back. 

My mum wolfed down her curry, shrimp 
and mango one pot, which was loaded with 
shrimps, mango and sweet potatoes and got 
the firm thumbs-up. While my sisters en¬ 
joyed their Jamaican browned chicken one 
pot and the jerk salmon, which was a gen¬ 
erous piece of fish with a tasty, crispy skin. 

However my dish - the Mo’Bay chicken - 
was a real disappointment. 

The main problem was that the chicken 
breast had been chargrilled first and then 
smothered in a creamy sauce. What re¬ 
sulted was just a burnt taste of chicken 
that the sauce couldn’t hide. But my biggest 
bugbear of the night was the service. In a 
word, it was slow. 

I’m not sure I’d be in a hurry to return.

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New ultimate Octavia vRS

WHEN Skoda’s sporty Ocatvia vRS 
first hit the streets 15 years ago, it 
was seen as something of a a prac¬ 
tical family saloon which hid its 
performance light under a bushel. 

But that didn’t last for long, when police 
forces up and down the country began using 
the discreet vRS as an unmarked, uncover car 
for bringing road-going offenders to book. It 
rapidly became something of a legend. 

Now Britain is Skoda’s number one market 
for the sporting marque, with a quarter of all 
Octavias sold here bearing the vRS badge on 
their bonnet. That still includes the blue light 
brigade, where the Skoda has to prove itself 
in performance, handling and braking tests 
against much more expensive cars before it 
can even be considered for recruitment. 

Now, though, there’s a new, ultimate Oc¬ 
tavia vRS which doesn’t only do the business 
but looks the part too, with some styling touch¬ 
es which set it apart. 

Like its siblings in shares the same modi- 
field platform and engine as its perhaps more 
famous cousin from parent company VW, the 
Golf GTI. But Skoda’s engineers have turned 
up the wick on the 2.0 litre turbocharged en¬ 
gine, so that it now produces an extra 10PS 
(to 230PS) of power - hence its full name the 
Octavia vRS 230. 

It also gets the sophisticated electronic dif¬ 
ferential system first seen in the SEAT Leon 
Cupra which, with its benefits from traction 
and sure handling, gave that car the fastest 
front wheel drive crown on the fast and twist¬ 
ing Nurburgring. 

The vRS 230 official 0 to 62mph spring time 
is 6.7 seconds, only a tenth quicker than the 
standard 220PS vRS so you begin to see the 


significance of the electronic diff. That, plus a 
modified free-flowing sports exhaust and the 
modest power increase seem to have done 
wonders for the Octavia too: it completed the 
Nurburgring ten whole seconds faster than the 
standard vRS. 

As for its looks, it’s not just the vRS badg- 
ing which sets the new flagship model apart: a 
gloss black finish on the grill, door mirrors and 
spoiler, 19-inch alloy wheels, and red brake 
calipers 

Inside, it has red-stitched leather sports 
seats (heated and electrically adjustable, nat¬ 
urally), a leather-trimmed multi-function sports 
steering wheel and sports suspension. 

Potential 

There’s also a performance mode selection 
feature: in other words press a button and you 
unleash the full potential of the 230PS under 
the bonnet. 

That extra kit and performance put the price 
of the vRS 230 up by £2,500 to £26,580: hardly 
bargain basement, you might think, but com¬ 
pare that to the higher prices of the Golf GTI 
and other performance rivals and it begins to 
look better and better. 

The Skoda’s cabin is a pleasant place to 
be, with plenty rake and reach adjustment on 
the steering wheel and electrically adjustable 
seats for the driver to find his ideal position. 

While the extra power does make a slight 
difference to performance, its the fact that 
this is a VW Group TSI (turbocharged) engine 
which really dictates the car’s character, It en¬ 
dows the vRS with a hefty 350Nm of torque, 
all of which is available from just 1,500rpm. 
This gives it the feel of a bigger engine, with 
get up and go from the moment you touch the 
throttle, and responsive almost regardless of 
speed or gear. 

But if you do stir the positive six-speed 


gearbox and press harder with your right foot, 
you’re rewarded with a surge of acceleration 
and a pleasing growl from the sports exhaust. 

This combination of relatively small engine 
and turbocharging has other benefits, too. If 
you drive with a little restraint and avoid go¬ 
ing for the growl too often, you can achieve 
around 40mpg (the official average is 45.5mpg 
with C02 emissions of 142g/km). 

That’s entirely reasonable for a full-sized 
family saloon with this performance potential. 

The Octavia has proved its practicality and 
durability with familes, the emergency services 
and, of course, taxi drivers - I recently rode in 
one with 400,000 miles on the clock. 


The vRS, of course, may have more go but 
it’s basically the same car with room on board 
for five with a big boot - 590 litres, in fact, or 
up to 1,580 litres with the rear seats folded flat. 

This new 230 version is, as you’d expect, 
one of the best equipped, too, with dual zone 
climate control (and separate outlets for those 
in the rear), an upmarket audio and connec¬ 
tivity system, touchscreen navigation, sunset 
glass and that sporty leather upholstery. 

To complete the sporting theme, the mul¬ 
tifunction trip computer even includes a lap 
timer: handy if you’re planning a trip to the 
Nurburgring, no doubt. 

There is a comprehensive range of safety 


equipment, from seven airbags to electronic 
wizardry such as traction, stability and brake 
enhance,ent systems, plus hill hold assist and 
cruise control. 

The Octavia, along with its smaller sibling 
the Fabia hatchback, are the dynamic duo 
when it comes to driving Skoda forward to its 
75,000 UK sales last year - although the much- 
praised new Superb is making headway too. 

The new Octavia vRS 230 flagship will no 
doubt draw more attention to the Octavia 
range, which later this year will include a new 
Sport Line version: similarly equipped to a 
standard car but with sports styling to broaden 
the car’s appeal.

Given a choice, I suppose most 
of us would like to be driving a 
200mph supercar, or a Hollywood 
star’s limousine: but buying one 
(and running it) are a very different 
matter. 

Instead we use our heads and go for 
the most practical form of transport to 
meet our own particular needs, within the 
limits of what we can afford (or want to 
pay for a car). 

So as car prices soar, the entrance of Dacia 
into the showrooms of Britain and other Euro¬ 
pean countries must have been greeted with 
a sigh of relief for those without a bottomless 
pit of money. 

One of its most popular models is the Dust¬ 
er, which offers that styling plus space and 
practicality for the price of a small hatchback. 
With prices starting from under £9,500 (albeit 
for a no-frills, rather basic version), the Duster 
stands out from the crowd of compact SUVs 
for sheer value for money. 

Indeed even the better-kitted versions, with 
all the features we take for granted and a bit 
more, cost less than many of its most basic 
rivals. The test car, for example, a diesel-pow¬ 
ered Laureate model costs from under £14,000 
even with the addition of the optional satnav 
and multi-media system, with remote controls 
on the steering wheel. 

The Duster recently enjoyed a facelift, with 
some styling touches to add to its visual ap¬ 
peal. There’s a new chrome grille, Duster 
branded roof bars, new, higher quality uphol¬ 
stery, and - in the case of the Laureate - body 
coloured door handles, 16-inch alloy wheels 


dark metal wing mirrors and chrome scuff 
plates front and rear. 

The cheap look of the plastic interior com¬ 
ponents is broken up with a high gloss finish 
on areas such as the armrest and interior door 
handles. Not that plastic is necessarily a bad 
thing - just ask parents of young children and 
dog owners who want surfaces that are quick 
and easy to wipe. 

The Duster seats four adults easily (five at 
a pinch) with plenty of head and leg room 
even in the back. The cargo space puts many 
compact SUV and family hatchback rivals to 
shame - 475 litres with a full complement of 
passengers, and an impressive 1,636 litres 
with rear seats folded down. 

Complemented 

The test car was a front wheel drive only 
model (four wheel drive adds £2,000 to the 
price) powered by a Renault-derived turbo 
diesel, producing 109bhp complemented by 
260Nm of torque. 

It’s official (from the standard laboratory 
test) fuel average is 62.8mpg, which translates 
into a low C02 emissions figiure of 115g/km 
(VED band C). 

Laboratory test figures, as we know, rarely 
translate into real world results but I was happy 
with the 52mpg achieved over a week of mixed 
motoring. 

The car has an Eco button, plus a selecta¬ 
ble stop/start system, to help you eke out pre¬ 
cious fuel. An insurance rating of 11A will help 
to keep running costs down too. 

Performance (0 to 62mph in 11.8 seconds) 
is plenty to get you up to the motorway limit or 
keep up with everyday traffic, without feeling 
like hard work or undue noise. Indeed, cruis¬ 
ing at speed is a relaxed and refined affair, par¬ 
ticularly as the quite soft suspension flattens 


out the bumps and undulations on some of our 
poorer road surfaces, 

While this is a front wheel drive only model, 
the car has a raised ride height, scuff plates, 
long travel suspension plus traction and sta¬ 
bility controls which means it does have some 
limited off-road ability - certainly more than a 
standard hatchback, anyone. 

The 4x4 versions also get a centre differen¬ 
tial lock, where you can select two wheel drive 
for on- road economy, an auto option for slip¬ 
pery roads or a full lock mode for off-roading 
and snow. 

The vehicle’s height, plus suspension which 
is also used on the 4x4 models, means you 
can’t expect the handling dynamics of a hot 


hatch but the Duster can be hustled along 
without excessive body roll. The steering is 
light and stable in the straight ahead position. 
The six-speed gearbox has a slick action, and 
the Duster’s brakes are well up to the task. 

The centre of the Laureate’s dash features 
a touch screen control for the optional satnav 
plus the audio (radio and CD player) controls, 
phone and USB connectivity, 

Standard Duster equipment includes from 
and side airbags, ABS with emergency brake 
assist, traction control and an electronic sta¬ 
bility programme, electric front windows, and 
remote central locking. 

The higher specification Laureate also has 
alloy wheels, satin chrome roof rails and scuff 


plates, manual air conditioning, a split/fold rear 
seat, electric windows all round, a height ad¬ 
justable steering wheel front fog lights, a cruise 
control/speed limiter and a multi-function trip 
computer. 

While the basic Duster at £9,500 and pow¬ 
ered by a 1,600cc petrol engine, is the bargain 
basement the diesel-powered Laureate is the 
bargain. 

Whichever way you look at it, the Duster is 
outstanding value for money. 

The warranty covers you for three years or 
60,000 miles but for £395 you can extend that 
for another two years, or for a one-off £850 you 
can have peace of mind for seven-years or 
100,000 miles.

Nissan’s oh 
so mighty 
GT-R roars 
back again

The mighty GT-R is back again, refreshed and 
with more significant changes than in any 
previous version. 

Some things haven’t changed, namely the fact the 
Nissan GT-R is a combination of brutish power and 
sophisticated electronics delivering spectacular driv¬ 
ing thrills - at an impressive price. 

But the R35 generation first appeared in 2007, and al¬ 
though there have been tweaks in the past, this 2017 mod- 
el-year version brings the most comprehensive update so 
far. There are discreet, but worthwhile, changes to the ex¬ 
terior, including improved aero and sharper detailing, while 
inside, the fascia has been substantially revised to make it 
more comfortable and easier to use. 

Linder the skin there are a host of revisions including 
more power, revised suspension and a stiffer body for im¬ 
proved handling. 

The basic shape of the GT-R remains broadly unchanged, 
although there has been a subtle change to the C-pillar to 
reduce turbulence. More obvious tweaks are made else¬ 
where, with the front end benefiting from a version of the 
Nissan family ‘V-grille’ and a re-profiled lower bumper. The 
same goes for the side skirts and rear valance which look 
sharper as well as managing airflow better, and the influence 
of the hottest Nismo GT-R model is clear to see. 

There’s some new colours too including a vibrant orange, 
plus a new alloy wheel design, all of which adds freshness. 
It is still unmistakably a GT-R and not a million miles from the 
previous generation, but this is the best-looking R35 to date. 

More urgent changes were required in the cabin, and 
the 2017 GT-R is all the better for a new dashboard layout. 
There’s a new display screen sitting up top while the climate 
controls have been grouped in their own space just below, 
as well as more sensibly-placed air vents. 

Nissan also claims improved materials, and there’s no 
doubt that the leather trim is of a better quality. The design 
is sensible and plain rather than eye-catching, but it works 
well and is easier to use. The bucket seats on the standard 
model are a little narrow across the back, but the Recaro 
model brings with it a pair of seats which are far superior in 
comfort and support. 

The 2017 GT-R has an additional 20bhp compared to the 
outgoing model as well as a slight increase in torque, al¬ 
though more crucially maximum torque is available across 
more of the rev band. From the driver’s seat, you might not 
notice this increase, just that the GT-R is a ferociously fast 
machine. With drive distributed between all four wheels 
depending on the grip available and the fast-shifting du¬ 
al-clutch transmission, acceleration is always available and 
relentless with it. 

The changes to the suspension and body are subtle too, 
but the upshot is that the 2017 GT-R feels more stable and 
more responsive, particularly on bumpy roads, and as a re¬ 
sult is even easier to hustle along challenging roads. It’s the 
combination of steering accuracy, the unflappable suspen¬ 
sion (providing you’ve selected the right setting for the road) 
and the sheer balance and stability that makes it not only 
hugely capable, but also a joy to exploit on the open road. 

Our time with the car included many laps of Spa-Fran- 
corchamps, one of the most thrilling and challenging tracks 
anywhere in the world and the GT-R mastered it in style. It’s 
perhaps heavier and more comfortable than a typical track 
car, but it stood up to the extreme speeds and abuse as 
well as doing what it does best; flattering the driver without 
feeling artificial. 

In the grand scheme of things, the GT-R remains a bar¬ 
gain. The ‘entry-level’ Pure model is a fiver under £80,000 
but the reality is, cars with equivalent performance and spec 
will cost over £100,000. It’s worth investing an extra £2,000 
to get the Recaro model with its superior seats. Current GT-R 
owners are keen on having the latest thing, and the improve¬ 
ments to the 2017 version are enough to warrant a return 
visit. It might be more of a GT than ever, but in truth, the 
GT-R has the performance to qualify as a supercar, getting 
as close to 200mph as makes no difference and a 0-62mph 
time nudging three seconds dead. It’s not the youngest kid 
on the block, but it’s still a special car to drive, and now more 
easy to live with.

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Hot Civic 
Type R 
sets new 
lap times

Honda’s ‘race car for the road’ Civic Type R 
has crisscrossed Europe in an effort to set 
new benchmarks for front wheel drive pro¬ 
duction cars at five legendary circuits across 
Europe. 

Inspired by the Civic Type R which smashed the 
front wheel drive lap time at the Nurburgring Nord- 
schleife in May 2014, the Honda team developed this 
European challenge to assert Type R as the leading 
front wheel drive performance hatchback. 

The campaign started on a rain soaked day in April at 
Silverstone, the home of the British Grand Prix. Three-time 
British Touring Car Championship winner Matt Neal took the 
wheel to set a time of two minutes 44.45 seconds. Not con¬ 
tent with this time, Matt and the team returned to the circuit 
later in the month to set a dry lap time of two minutes 31.85 
seconds. 

In early May, attention shifted to the iconic Spa-Francor- 
champs circuit in Belgium. The track, beloved by racers of 
all nationalities and featuring the famous Eau Rouge sec¬ 
tion, was taken on by Honda Racing new boy Rob Huff. Huff 
set a blistering time of two minutes 56.91 seconds. 

With two attempts successfully completed, Italy’s historic 
Monza circuit was the next target. Another member of Hon¬ 
da’s WTCC squad, Hungary’s Norbert Michelisz, took the 
wheel and piloted the car around the famous Parabolica to 
return a time of two minutes 15.16 seconds. 

Momentum was building towards the final session at the 
Hungaroring, but first a trip to historic Estoril with Tiago 
Monteiro taking the reins on home turf. However, a nasty 
crash at the WTCC Race of Germany put the Honda ace 
out of action. Fellow Portuguese racer and WTCC safety car 
driver Bruno Correia was drafted in at 24 hours notice. With 
just one day in the car, Bruno posted a time of two minutes 
4.08 seconds. 

Finally, the team arrived at the last session in Hungary on 
June 6. The perfect driver for this mission was once again 
Norbert Michelisz, following his race win here in 2015 while 
racing a WTCC Civic Type R for independents Zengo Mot- 
orsport. 

Over two days, Norbert pushed his production Type R to 
the limit to set a benchmark of two minutes 10.85 seconds 
and wrap up the five circuit effort. 

Philip Ross, Senior Vice President of Honda Motor Eu¬ 
rope, commented, “This challenge secures Civic Type R’s 
position as the benchmark in the front wheel drive perfor¬ 
mance segment. With the support of our touring car stars, 
it is a fitting testament to the team who engineered and de¬ 
signed it as the ultimate race car for the road.” 

At its launch a year ago, the Honda Civic Type R repre¬ 
sented the start of a new performance era for Honda; draw¬ 
ing on the brand’s racing DNA to deliver the pinnacle of the 
Civic line-up.

First launched in the UK in May 2005, more than 
118,000 Swifts have been sold and it is the most pop¬ 
ular model in the range, accounting for 36 per cent of 
the UK sales mix.

facilities. Last time we were on older courts, rather 
caught up on a building site. 

“Dan and Sally’s help will hopefully really get the 
academy off the deck. 

“We’re hoping to have a great relationship with the 
schools and the youth zone. I know Dan has already 
been St Peter’s to give some sessions.” 

Driving up interest has not always been a con¬ 
cern for Linden Lea. Hughes explained the secret to 
long-lasting ‘love’ - was purely that the club was the 
place to be. 

“In those days we were the centre of junior activity 
in the area,” he said. “We actually had to limit the age 
that people were able to join at 22. There was even a 
waiting list! 

“It wasn’t just tennis. We would go to dances, do 
swimming - all different social things.” 

They would regularly hold jumble sales, and visit 
Swancote Swimming Pool, stopping off for a refresh¬ 
ing trip to the Cider House on the way home. 

Weddings 

“As youngsters do when they go to social clubs and 
spend a lot of time in one place - the young men and 
women got together,” he added. 

“There have been lots of weddings, my own in¬ 
cluded, and all of the partnerships saw a lifetime. 

“Some have died now and some moved away, but 
we have a handful who remain social members and 
we get together every month. 

“Neville Tarratt is 90 now and last year he helped 
us open the new base, he even gave a speech. 

“Roger and Monica Wilkes remain part of our social 
club and Peter and Joyce Wakeman are still inter¬ 
ested in the wellbeing of the club.” 

While the past remains a fairytale story, Alan is 
insistent that Linden Lea’s latest initiatives will pro¬ 
vide a bright future.

After a such an emotional rollercoaster of a 
season, Abercrombie had one more tear-jerker 
to deliver. “Telling the team was horrendously 
difficult, it was like giving the worst tragic 
news,” said Abercrombie. “Lots of people, me 
included, were streaming with tears.” 


Stoke at the 
front of pack 
to grab Saido 

STOKE have begun the chase for Albion 
striker Saido Berahino - as the Baggies 
were linked with moves for Moussa Sis- 
soko and Charlie Taylor. 

Mark Hughes has identified Berahino 
as a key target this summer and, while 
there has been no bid at this stage, the 
Potters have been in touch regarding a 
potential move. 

Last summer, Tottenham saw a 
£23million bid rejected for the forward 
while in January Newcastle had a £21 
million offer turned down. Berahino’s 
price tag has dropped since then, but 
it is believed Albion chairman Jeremy 
Peace will still hold out for a fee between 
£15million and £20m. 

A move to the Potteries could now 
tempt the 22-year-old, who has seen his 
options limited with Newcastle being 
relegated and Spurs looking at other 
targets after qualifying for the Champi¬ 
ons League. 

A cash injection from the forward’s 
sale could be used to fund moves for 
Newcastle midfielder Sissoko and Leeds 
defender Taylor. 

Taylor won Leeds’ player of the year 
award last season following a string of 
starring displays at left-back. 

The 22-year-old has just one-year re¬ 
maining on his contract at Elland Road 
with Liverpool and Stoke having been 
previously linked. 

But the defender has also stated a de¬ 
sire to the play in the Premier League 
with the Yorkshire giants. 

“Unless anything drastic happens, 
I’m sure I’ll be here next season,” Tay¬ 
lor said. 

“I’m not thinking any other way. 

“The dream is still to play in the Pre¬ 
mier League with Leeds. I’m not just 
saying that.” 

Box-to-box midfielder Sissoko is cur¬ 
rently part of the France squad compet¬ 
ing at the European Championships.
